The colonel put in a day which kept 
him busy from the time he stepped 
from his train before breakfast until 
well on toward midnight, when it was 
time for nim to start for St. Paul.

addition to making six speeches, he 
attended a 
breakfast, luncheon and 
diuner, issued two statements, sent a 
message to the Illinois senate, covered 
a large part of the city in his jaunts 
from place to place by automobile, and 
between times

to 
go over the political situation with the 
leaders of the Roosevelt campaign in 
Missouri.

Speak on Recall. 


In his address at the luncheon given 
by the C ity club, Colonel Roosevelt 
discussed the recall of judiciary de­ 
cisions. 
Six jurors, four of them on 
the federal bench, were seated at the 
table with him. 
“ M y proposition has been discussed 
by my opponents in a frame of mind 
which makes hysteria seem calm by 
comparison,” he said. “ Somebody told 
me that I was right on that proposal, 
but that I shouldn’t have interjected 
it into a campaign. 
I said that T 
wasn’t in the least interested in the 
campaign except as a means of get­ 
ting justice. 
I ’d a million times rather 
lose the campaign and get justice than 
win it without getting justice.”

PROVIDE LOANS TO FARMERS 


Representative Norris Introduces Bill 
to That End in House. 


Washington, March 29.— The ere a 
Lion of a farm ers’ national co-operative 
credit commission, charged with tin* 
duty of reporting whether or not it is 
practicable to provide by law for til** 
organization and operation of cooper 
ative agricultural credit and banking 
associations, is pro|>os**d in a bill in­ 
troduced by Representative Norris of 
Nebraska, a Republican. 
It is pro­ 
vided the commission shall be com 
posed “ of men of recognized standing, 
ability and experience in agriculture.” 
The purpose is to determine if it is 
practicable or desirable for a law to 
be devised that will enable farmers to 
co-operate in times of financial stress 
to procure loans, giving their crops 
as security.

authorized 
without delay, so the plan, if reported 
upon favorably, may be made a part 
of the new hanking and currency law 
that is certain to be passed within the 
next few years.

The miners in the anthracite fields 
of Pennsylvania will quit Sunday mid­ 
night because their agreements with 
the operators expire at that time and 
no new agreement, even if it were be­ 
ing considered, could be put into effect 
in time to prevent the suspension. The 
union officials declare the suspension 
virtually will be a strike 
The contracts of the miners in the 
bituminous regions also expire Sun­ 
day midnight arid they probably will 
suspend because they have no new 
agreement upon which to continue. 
Officially of the union assert that if 
n strike in botli classes of miners is 
called it will entail a loss in pay to 
the men of approximately $1,000,000 a 
day.
